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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicant's argument that 
"Skinner does not disclose that the database tables are created 'in response to' the invocation of routines that are 'implemented by' 
Skinner's 'clienf, the arguments have been fully considered but are not deemed persuasive. Specifically, Applicant argues that "the 
routines that create database tables in a database are implemented by the database server". Claim 1 requires that the tables are created 
"in response to" the invocation. This claim limitation would be satisfied by any type of table creation that occurs after the method 
invocation. The flow chart depicted in Figure 4 clearly shows that step 404 is the final step of the database creation step and it occurs after 
the step of steps 400-402. Therefore, database creation is done in response to the completion of step 403. 

In response to Applicant's arguments that "Skinner doesn't disclose that any 'data stream,' which 'conforms to the format of the data 
blocks of the database' is 'generated based on' a database table that has already been created", the arguments have been fully 
considered but are not deemed persuasive. In Skinner, as in most applications, the database tables are created and then populated. 
Database applications inherently create data streams that conform to the format of the database based on a database table that has 
already been created. 

In response to Applicant's arguments that "Skinner does not disclose the 'creating' step of Claim 1 being performed by 'a program that is 
external to both said loader appliction and a database server that manages said database"*, the arguments have been fully considered but 
are not deemed persuasive. A database server may be interpreted as a physical server (hardware) or a logical program (software). If the 
database server is considered to be a software server application, then the program of Skinner would be a distinct software program, and 
thus "external" (logically) to the loader application and the database server. 
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
